She 
wrote the life of her brother, John Rip- 
ley Adams, D. D., chaplain of the Fifth 
Maine and 1l2Ist New York in the civil 
war, Whose graye is in the Chapel ceme- 
tery at Andover. One son, W. A. -Ban- 
croft, survives her.

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GOLDEN JUBILEE 


The Methodist Church of North Andover 
Observe the Event with Fitting 
Exercises. 


Exercises commemorating the 50th an- 

niversary of the First Methodist church 
of North Andever took place Sunday 
morning, and after the anthem, ‘For 
God so ‘Loved the World,” by Bowman, 
rendered by the choir, Pastor James F. 
Mears delivered the following historical 
sketch of the society and its half cen- 
tury of life: 

This historical sketch begins with the 
year 1845. Previous to this time meet- 
ings were held in a school house on 
Main street, corner of School street, 
whieh has since been converted into a 
double tenement and is now located a 
short distance back on School street. 
These services were conducted princi- 
pally by students from Andover. Up to 
this time no permanent religious serv- 
ices were established. 

Later some Methodist members resid- 
ing here secured the services of Ste- 
phen G. Hiler, a local preacher. In two 
“or three months the audience grew 
from 20 to 150. Conversions took place 
during the year and 19 persons joined 
the class. This was a very hopeful be- 
ginning. The records tell us that the 
aim of the preaching was to get people 
converted and build them up in the 
most holy faith.. While this beginning 
was hopeful and realty permanent, the 
clan-meeting and the preaching serv- 
ices were not regularly continued, ,and 
during these omissions there was occa- 
sionally preaching by the Baptists. 
During the year from August ‘46 to 
August ‘47, the society was in a-dis- 
couraged state. Then James Dean was 
sent by the presiding elder, who re- 
mained only three months. Then Bro, 
William Pentecost, a local prescner, 
was secured, and supplied the pulpit 
each alternate Sabbath. 

In April ‘48, Bro. Pentecost joined the 
conference on trial and was sent to this 
town as his first appointment, the first 
conference minister .appointed to this | 
society. The audience quite filled the 1 
school room and the services attending | 
the work removed the opposition and } 


prejudice. July 17, ‘48, nine persons | 
were received into membership, three | 
by letter, six by profession. Joseph 


Ladd and family;-Abram Bamford and 
family,;Samuel Chase and wife, James 
Brierly, (called Sergeant Brierly,) John | 
Butterworth, Robert McElroy” and | 
Charles Knight. These names formed 
the first list of members—they have all 
passed away. Yet the Bamford family 
is represented toda~ bv Mr. Frank Ab- 
bott, a grandson, and Parker Chase a 
member of this church, is a descendant 
of Samuel Chase. 

October ‘49, the soclety began the 
erection of this church building which | 
was dedicated March 6, 1850, just a half | 
century ago next Tuesday. So that 
our 50th anniversary is,15 years later | 
than the 40th anniversary because the | 
latter is the date of the formation of} 
the society while we celebrate the dedi- | 
cation -of the edifice. Rev, J. D. | 
Brfdges, father of Wm. TD. Bridges of | 
the N. E. Conference. preached the ded- | 
icatory sermon. The trustees organ- 
ized Sept. 9, ‘49, and. consisted of :James | 
Brierly, Jos, Ladd, Dan'l Ambrose, | 
David Moore. The name adopted was,

The First Methodist Episcopal Church 
of North Andover. The pews were sold 
for a sum sufficient to pay cost of build- 
ing except $300, and from the beginning 
up to the 40th anniversary the church 
was not free from debt. At the close 
of Bro. Pentecost’s labors there were 26 
members and two probationers, This 
venerable pastor is now living in Wor- 
cester, and 82 years of age, He pos- | 
sesses a sweet and quiet manner with 
the courage of.a much younger man. 
There were hindrances to the under- 
taking, as there always will be when 4 
good work is begun, yet be it said to 
the credit of the Congregationalists an1 | 
Baptists who were here, that they gen- 
erally assisted in this movement. Manv | 
business men bought pews and gave 
sympathy which continues, expressing 
itself in substantial gifts. Sister Lydia | 
Kenniston and Sister Mary Clark have 
been prominent helpers. Mr. John 
Clark gave considerable time, helping

“Richard Hovey, the poet, died sud- 
denly on Saturday afternoon Feb, 24. of 
apoplexy, in the PostsGraduate hospital, 
» New York, 
| For the-first time sinee he had been in 
| the hospital Mr. Hovey was allowed on 
| Saturday afternoon to leave his room 

and take w short walk up and down a 
corridor, He had gone through an op-

“Songs of Vagabondia,” written in colla- 
boration with Bliss Carmen, and as a 
translator of the plays of Maurice Mae- 
terlignt | He was a Dartmouth college 
man of pipiens of °85, and his “Dart- 
mouth Ode,Av¥itten by him as a mem- 
ory of his college days, was accepted by 
the college. .

Said bonds shall be signed by the 
Treasurer, arid couytersigned by the 
Board of Public Works, as required — | 
by law in this behalf, and shall be is- 
sued from time to time asthe pro- | 
ceeds may be required by thé Board | 
of Public Works.

One might fancy that.the mill bell in 
the upper village gave forth a tone 
more sclmen than usual Monday morn- 
' ing, in any event Certain tt ‘is that one 
bright voung operative heard it not un- 
less the vibrations reached the distant 
bourne, for in a,moment of thought- 
lessness Sunday morning Arthur 
Herbert Dimery, aged 14 years, while 
reaching out upon thin ice on Stevens’ 
upper pond seeking to recover a smal! 
block or missile, lost his balance and 
sank beneath the surface and suffocat- 
ed in "maa diet feet of water. The 


young man t his death near the site 
of the old ic Ouses on Stevens street, 
and about 100 feet from shore. He was 
prone upon firm ice on the verge of a 
space from which the ice cutters had 
been taking ice. This space had in the 
emeantime had frozen over and on the 
“skim” ice he chanced to rest too heay- 
ily seeking to recover the missile, He 
plunged head foremost into the water 
and did not rise. John Anderson heard 
; the cry of alarm, but on reaching the 
place could not locate his position in the 
water. One and another hearing of the 
accident hastened to the place, and 
search was made with poles and other 
i instruments, but it was not until Jas. 
De Adder returned from.the mill with 
a pole and a hook which he prepared a 
half hour later that the body was re- 
covered and taken to the home of his 
stepfather H. J. Mead of Pleasant 
Street. Efforts to resuscitate the young 
man were made for more than an hour, 
but without result, for death's claim 
was sure, Deceased was the son of 
Charles E,. and Emma (Dimery) Mead 
of ‘Maynard. He had resided in town 
only about 8 months. He was employed 
in the card room of Stevens mill and 
had formed many associations that 
were mutually pleasant and agreeable. 
One brother Edward Charles Dimery, 
and four sisters survive. The loss is 
severely felt in the family of which he 
is a member. 

Mr. Mead was visiting in Lowell at 
the time of the fatality and was quite 
overcome by the news. Medical Exam- 
iner Howe viewed the body and or- 
| dered its removal. 

The funeral waso held at the home of 
his stepfather in Stevens village Tues- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock, Rev. J
